SPOILED RAID BY HUNS

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Sunday, June K.—In their 
attack on Xivray, on the Toul sec- 
tor today, th* German* hoped to en- 
ter the village and carry off a large 
number of prisoners, but the alert- 
ness of the American artillery ob- 
servers completely overturned the en- 
emy plan.
